ASMARA, Eritrea, Dec. 4.—The 
major battle long anticipated be- 
tween Italian and Ethiopian forces

Four Italian white soldiers were 
killed and the Ethiopian defenders 
suffered undetermined losses in 
two clashes. 

One was at Debri, southwest of 
the main Italian front lines at Ma- 


Kale, where the four Fascist sol- 


diers were reported killed. The 
other encounter occurred near the 
west of the main 
Italian-army. 

These fights, coupled with yes- 
skirmish on the 
Makale-Dolo line—the first con- 
tact between Italy’s northern forces 
and Ethiopia’s concentrated forces 
—were said by Italian officers to 
show that the enemy was pressing 
in considerable force against the 
Fascist front lines beyond Makale. 
They said it was probable there 
would soon be a major engagement, 

Italy’s native army camps, mean- 
while, advanced into the Cacciamo 
region of the mountainous Tembies 
sector west of Makale. 

The Ethiopian Commanders. 

All three principal Ethiopian come 
manders in the North—Ras Se- 
youm, Ras Kassa and Ras Mulu- 
gheta—were thought to be massing 
their followers for combat, after

'mile range from Eritrea to Makale. 


Ras Seyoum, elusive former ruler 
of Tigre Province, who has been 
conducting guerrilla warfare in the 
Tembien sector, apparently circled 
to a post south of the Blackshirt 
lines. 

There, he could unite his forces 
in the rugged terrain for a com- 
bined assault with the masses of 
men under Ras Kassa, one of Ethi- 
opia’s most powerful chieftains, and 
Ras Mulugheta, Ethiopian War 
Minister, on the Italian strongholds. 

Ras Kassa’s followers apparently 
held the front ranks of the Ethio- 
pian army, backed up by the forces 
under Ras Mulugheta, which had

| McALESTER, Ok., Dec. 4.—Sher- 
iff H. H. Sherill of McAlester re- 
ported today that five men, includ- 
ing four members of the “Irish” 
O'Malley gang of bank robbers and 
kidnapers, who escaped from jail 
at Muskogee yesterday, “are bottled 
up on the Winding Stair Mountains 
23 miles south of Wilburton in Lati- 
mer County and 18 miles north of 
Clayton in Pushmataha County.” 
The sheriff asked for an airplane to 
help find them. 

The men sought are Leonard 
Short, Dewey Gilmore, Dan _ T. 
Heady and Russell Cooper, all 
awaiting sentence on conviction of 
bank robbery at Okemah, Ok., last 
December, and Dan Garrett, under 
seven-year sentence for violation of 
the Mann Act. 

A sixth prisoner, John Blackburn, 
was shot and killed in the jail 
break, in which Chief of Detectives 
Ben Bolton was wounded seriously. 

The five, armed with a sub-ma- 
chine gun, rifles and pistols from 
the jail arsenal, abandoned near 
Clayton the automobile they had 
commandeered for their flight. 

Eight Federal agents were as- 
signed to the chase. 

“We assume the responsibility of 

them and placing them 
back where they belong,” said 
Dwight Brantley, chief of the Okla- 
homa City bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. “They were Fed- 
eral prisoners.” 

Sheriff Sherill led 25 possemen, 
including guards from the State's 
prison here Prison bioodhounds 
also were used. . 

‘Sheriff Tom Jordan of Muskogee 
Jed another party in the man hunt. 
Thirty National Guardsmen also 
entered the search. 

Officers said the men were light- 
ly clad and presumably spent an 
uncomfortable night in the cold 
rather than risk lighting a fire. 

Mrs. Dan T. Heady, who visited 
her husband a short time before he 
pressed a pistol against a guard’s 
ribs and directed the break, was 
questioned at Muskogee. 


“Trish” O'Malley, former leader 
of the gang of which several of the 
Muskogee jailbreaxers were mem- 
bers, was captured early last sum- 
mer in Kansas City and is now 
serving a life term in Chester (Ill.) 
penitentiary for kidnaping August 
Luer, wealthy Alton banker and 
meat packer, for ransom. 


STORY OF ESCAPE 
OF PRISONERS TOLD

here yesterday afternoon, losing one 
of their number who was kille_ in 
the getaway, was told today by Po- 
lice Sergeant Norman Cobalt, the 
jailer. 

“It all began,” he said, “after Dan 

- Heady, a member of the ‘Irish’ 
O’Malley bank robbery gang, had 
kissed his wife through the bars 
yat the end of the first floor corri- 
lor. As she turned away down the 

dor Police Radio Operator El- 
mer Bernard, who was on Heady’s 
side of the bars, walked up _ to 
Heady to lead him back to his cell. 

‘“Heady swung around with an 
automatic pistol in his hand and 
jammed it into Bernard’s ribs. He 
ordered Bernard to open the run- 
way door leading out into the cor- 
ridor where the police offices are. 

Dash for Gun Room, 

“Bernard unlocked the _ door. 
Leonard Short, another prison ¢ 
had just finished taking a bath a 
few feet away. He pushed past 
Bernard and ran into the gunroom 
on the first floor just outside the 
bars. John Blackburn and Dan 
Garrett, jail trusties, who were 
nearby, also ran into the gunroom.

Heady made Bernard open a cell 
near the barred gate and Dewey 
Gilmore and Russell Cooper ran 
out of the enclosure and into the 
gunroom.

I heard 
all the running around and I ran 
down the stairs which enter the 
hall just outside the jail enclosure. 
By this time the prisoners had got 
hold of two sawed-off shotguns and 
a rifle. 

“I was covered before I knew 
what was going on. I was armed, 
but I never got to my revolver and 
they never took it from me. At 
this time Desk Sergt. Claude Wood 
came into the station. He saw what 
was going on and ducked into the 
office of Chief of Detectives Ben 
Bolton. 

Used Officers as Shields. 


“Cooper grabbed hold of me and 
started to back out of the station 
toward the outside door. He kept 
himself pulled up close against me, 
using me for a shield, I guess. 
Someone else was dvagging Bernard 
along. Just before we passed Chief 
Bolton’s office he ran to the door 
on the corridor. 
oners——I don’t know which—fired 
on him with a shotgun before he 
ever got to his pistol, and he went 
down in the doorway. 

“The prisoners ran out the out- 
side door and started around the 
station to the alley. They said very 
little—talked in low voices like they 
meant business, but didn’t shout or 
curse. As we passed the window of 
the office of Chief of Police Marsh 
Crogan, he leaned out and began 
firing. Blackburn went down, but 
the others never paused, just kept 
trotting along, with Cooper running 
backward, and dragging me after 
him. In the alley, he let go of me. 
They ran down the alley a short 
way and piled into an automobile. 
Later we found it was a minister's 
car. 

“Bernard was released about the 
same time. He ran back into the 
station and sent out the alarm on 
the radio. I returned to my sta-

Denial of “Rivalry.” 

Dr. Robert L. Foster, president 
of the St. Louis County Medical 
Society, denied yesterday that the 
resignation of staff physicians at 
the hospital were due to _ rivalry 
between the city and county 
medical societies,” as. stated 
Monday. by Dr. Sheahan. The 
latter, in a letter to the | 
Post-Dispatch yesterflay, amended 
his statement of Monday and said 
he meant to say the rivalry was be- 
tween members of the _ societies, 
rather than between the organiza- 
tions. 

“There has been no clash between 
the societies,” Dr. Foster s@id. “The 
only demand ever made was that 
@ounty doctors be called to attend 
pay patients who expressed no pref- 
erence as to a doctor. No discrimi- 
natory action against St. Louis phy- 
sicians was ever discussed at meet- 
ings of the county society.” 


Dr. John Green, chief of the 
ophthalmology staff, announced to- 
day his staff and six physicians held 
a conference yesterday and decided 
not to resign. “We felt it would 
be unfair to deny treatment to pa- 
tients because of internal politics 
in the hospital, and decided to re- 
main at our posts,” said Dr. Green. 


An investigation of County Court 
records by the Post-Dispatch dis- 
closed that Dr. Sheahan has dis- 
charged 83 employes and hired 89 
since his appointment as superin- 
tendent last Jan, 1.

Preventive Work Hampered.

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ANTON A. GRIESEDIECK, | 
BREWERY HEAD, DIES 


In Poor Health for Several 
Years—Funeral Services 
Friday. 


Anton A. Griesedieck, president of 
Griesedieck Bros. Brewery Co., died 
from a complication of ailments at 
9:05 o'clock this morning at his 
home, 3250 Hawthorne boulevard. 
He was 55 years old. 

An internal hemorrhage was the 
immediate cause of death. He had 
been in poor health for several 
years, but continued active in busi- 
ness until last Saturday. 

Grandson and namesake of Anton 
A. Griesedieck, who came to Amer- 
ica from Westphalia, Germany, and 
entered the brewing business here 
in 1872, Mr. Griesedieck was born 
in St. Louis. His father was Henry 
Griesedieck Jr. The immediate fam- 
ily has continued in the same brew- | 
ery for many years, while relatives 
have conducted other breweries. 

He started about 1900 to learn to 
make beer at the old National 
Brewery, which was founded by his 
grandfather, father and two uncles. 
He became president of the family 
company, with a brewery at 1920 
Shenandoah avenue, in 1914. The 
brewery was established in 1911. It 
was closed in 1924, several years aft- 
er the advent of prohibition, and 
reopened in the spring of 1933, upon 
the legalization of 3.2 beer. At the 
latter time officers said the prop- 
erty was valued at $1,000,000 and 
that $100,000 had been spent in mod- 
ernizing the plant to produce a 
maximum of 175,000 barrels of beer 
annually. 

Mr. Griesedieck, a bachelor, is 
survived by a sister, Miss Frances 
Griesedieck, and a brother, Robert 
J., vice-president of the company, 
with whom he resided, and another 
brother, Edward J., 7155 Washing- 
ton avenue, University City, secre- 
tary and general manager of the 
company. 

The funeral will be held Friday 
morning, with burial in Calvary 
Cemetery.

Danicl. Carter . Beard. rtist. 
and Others Tell Anecdotes 
About Humorist.

One story about Mark Twain led 
to another at the dinner at Hotel 
Jefferson last night with which the 
Mark Twain Memorial Association 
observed the one-hundredth anni 
versary of the author's birth at 
Florida, Mo., Nov. 30, 1835. The 
dinner was attended by 200 persons 

The succession of anecdotes was 
started by the toastmaster, Cyril 
Clemens, second cousin of the auth 
or and president of the association 
which has begum a campaign to 
raise $30,000 for a monument to 
Mark Twain in St. Louis. Other 
tales were added by Daniel Carte: 


Beard, artist, writer, and national | 
commissioner of the Boy Scouts, | 
who knew Twain for 20 years prior | 


to Twain’s death in 1910. 
When Beard was drawing pic- 


tures for Cosmopolitan nfagazine, | 
he related, Twain sent for him and 


asked if he would do the illustra- 
tions for “A Connecticut Yankee in 
King Arthur's Court.’ His only 


further suggestion after Beard had | 
agreed to make the drawings, was | 
“I do wish you'd read the story | 


before you begin to illustrate it.” 
“Can't Tell Truth While Alive.” 
On another occasion Beard read 


a manuscript which Twain had just | 


completed. When Beard asked if 
he intended to publish it, the reply 
was “In that manuscript I told the 
truth. I won't publish it because 


a man cant tell the truth while | 


he is alive.” 


Clemens related Mark Twain's re- | 


ply to a friend who whispered, | 
“You know, Andrew’ Carnegie’s | 
money is tainted!” “Well,” the au- 
thor answered, “Tain't yours, and | 
tain’t mine.” 

Once, not many years before his 
death, Twain returned to Hannibal | 
for a visit. Well-to-do citizens of 
the town urged- him to stop. with 
them at their homes while he was 
in town, but he declined, although 
the hotel accommodations were bad. 
“T want to be downtown where all 
my friends, drunk or sober, can be 
free to drop in whenever they 
want,” he explained. 

Movies of Author Shown. 

Motion pictures made of Twain | 
and his family in 1908, lent for the | 
dinner by President Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler of Columbia University, 
were shown at the conclusion of the 
program. The white-haired humor- 
ist was seen drinking tea and walk- | 
ing briskly in front of his last home | 
which he called “Innocents at 
Home” and later, “Stormfjeld,” in 
Redding, Conn. 

Others who spoke at the dinner 
were Frederick C. Hibbard, Chicago 
sculptor who made the statues of | 
Mark Twain and his most familiar | 
fiction characters, Tom Sawver and 
Huck Finn, which were erected at

Resolving itself into a workers’ 
conference, the national convention | 


of the Anti-Saloon League of Amer- 
ica, at Hotel Statler, took up today 
the details of local organization !n 
the campaign to restore prohibition 

They were spurred by the speech 


Scott McBride, general superinten 
dent of the League, who urged them 
to go “straight ahead, full speed” 


Ind., field lecturer of the league, 
urged the organization to conduc} 
“a steady and persistent campaign 
of free speech for national sobriety, 
no matter whose ill-gotten gains or 
whose political parties or partisans 
may suffer.” He asserted that sin- 
cere opponents of prohibition should 
go dry on observing that promises 
of the wets were false. Only those 
‘favorable to the dry cause should 
be elected to office “from the coun- 
ty hall to the United States Sen- 
‘ate and from the courthouse to the 
|White House,” he declared. 


| “Ten Nights in a Barroom.” 


| The gathering which last night 
saw the old temperance play, “Ten 
Nights in a Barroom,” in sound 
movies, watched today a one-act 
play with amateur actors, “Death 
Takes the Wheel,” written by 
|'George Y. Hammond, state super- 
'intendent of the League for Cali. 
‘fornia. This depicted the trial and 
conviction of a drunken automobile 
driver, charged with manslaughter, 
'with the jury recommending mercy 
|on the theory the state was re 
sponsible because it legalized the 
sale of liquor. 
| Dr. McBride declared, in his ad- 
| dress, that prohibition would return 


‘and when it is back it will be 
stronger than it has ever been, with 
more people back of it than ever.” 
The last two years under repeal 
produced the “blackest conditions” 
since the wet-dry struggle began 
a century ago, he continued, say- 
ing the wets had furnished 10 rea- 
sons “why repeal has failed and 
why prohibition is the only sure 
solution of the alcoholic liquor prob- 
lem.” 
Outline of Reasons. 


These reasons he outlined as fol- 
lows: 

No promise of the wets to reg- 

late liquor has been kept. 

Drinking and drunkenness have 
increased decidedly everywhere, 
returning the “staggering drunk” 
to the streets, 

Automobile and other accidents 
caused by alcohol “have riade re- 
peal the bloodiest period in our 
peace-time history.” 

The bootlegger has remained, 
furnishing more than half the 
hard liquor consumed since re- 
peal. 

The cocktail hour and other 
drinking schemes have proved “a 
greater menace to women and 
girls than the old-time saloon ever 
did to men and boys.” 

One distillery has advertised a 
“mild” whisky for women, saying 
as Many women as men would be 
drinking whisky in 25 years, 
thefteby breaking a wet “promise” 
to sAil liquor only to those who 
would drink anyway. 

Revenues from liquor are “less 
than the relief money squandered 
for liquor,” but “repeal is im- 
provishing both labor and the 
| farmer,” and the public must pay 
| for damage and crime caused by 
| alcohol. 
| Corruption has increased and 

“Legislatures have again become 
| submissive to liquor.” 
| The saloon has returned; “the 
| better wets are moving toward the 
| Saloon as an improvement over 
| present conditions.” 
| Reneal has undermined the 
veracity of political leaders. 

Says Roosevelt Broke Pledge. 


| Dr. McBride charged President 
Roosevelt with failure to keep a 
pledge against return of the sa- 
loon. He asserted that illuminated 
pictures of the President were to 
be seen over many bars through- 
out the country, because the wets 
|were not ungrateful for their 
“breathing spell and their drinking 
spell,” and over such a picture in 
a California saloon was the inscrip- 
ition, “Our Pal.” 

| There was a decided increase in 
| activity and interest among the 
| drys, the General Superintendent 
|reported, saying they were begin- 
ining to realize that liquor would 
| not control itself or permit itself 
to be controlled without a struggle. 
He declared the drys could sur- 
render, or get used to liquor, or 
fight. 

“Prohibitoin,” he concluded, “is 
_worth fighting to get and keep. We 
'must fight as we did before—by 
local option, by county option, by 
state-wide prohibition. Already we 
| have started back that way. More 
than 1000 units voted dry in the 
recent elections. All county-wide 
'and state-wide majorities for liquor 
were reduced. The people voted 
| better. The local issue gets the 
voters out. It will help us to win 
by putting the people back of pro- 
hibition.”

Lutheran Leader Answers Ad- 
vocates Who Closed Con- 
vention Yesterday. 


The Five-State Regional Confer- 
ence on Birth Control, which closed 
a two-day session Tuesday at Ho- 
tel Chase under auspices of the 
Maternal Health Association of St. 


Louis, resulted in attacks by repre- 
sentatives of both the Roman Cath- 
olic and Lutheran churches against 


doctrines promulgated at the con- 
ference. 

Following a lecturé by the Rev. 
Daniel A. Lord, S. J., delivered at 
St. Louis University Auditorium 
and presenting the Catholic view- 
point against birth control from the 
standpoint of economics, Dr. Walter 
A. Maier of Concordia Seminary 
gave out a statement reflecting the 
opposition of the Lutheran Church 
to birth control. 

Dr. Maier declared that “the great 
body of Christians throughout the 
world are opposed to _ artificial 
birth control” and asserted this

Maier said, quoting the injunction 
to Noah and his sons to “be fruit- 
ful and mulitply and replenish the 
earth.” 


The final session of the confer- 
ence Tuesday afternoon consisted 
of informal discussions of “Family 
Consultation Service,” with speak- 
ers dwelling on economic and psy-

Dissension within union ranks 
caused the demonstration against 
M. L. Norris, organizer for the Boot 
and Shoe Workers’ Union, at Salem, 
Ill., last October, witnesses testified 
at the National Labor Relations 
Board hearing. of charges that the 
Brown Shoe Co. was guilty of un- 
fair labor practices. The hearing 
continued today before Dean A. G. 
Eberle of St. Louis University, ex- 
aminer. : 

Conrad Garner, 20-year-old shoe 
cutter, who said his. father had in- 
structed him to “stay out of the 
union or find a new home,” testified 
that he and another non-union em- 
ploye originated petitions directed 
against “trouble-makers” at the in- 
stance of union workers who “were 
fed up with Norris.” The witness 
said it was his belief that the union 
organizer was responsible for un- 
rest in the factory. Asked if he 
had taken it upon himself to correct 
this condition, Garner replied that 
dissatisfied union men asked him

Story of Demonstration. 

The witness admitted he was in 


the mob of 175 shoe workers who 
followed a “committee” to the Nor- 


ris home on the night of Oct. 11. 


The crowd gathered in front of the 


shoe factory and sent the “commit- 
tee,” consisting of two union and 
two non-union men, ahead to sug- 
gest to Norris that he become in- 


active in union affairs in Salem, 


Garner testified. Asked by David 
C. Shaw, regional attorney, if the 


purpose of the display of force was 
to frighten Norris into leaving Sa- 
lem, Garner replied in the nega- 


tive. “The idea was to show him 
how the people at the shoe factory 
felt about all the petty grievances 
that were causing trouble,” 
youth explained. The witness said 
he had no part in calling the crowd 


together, and he denied emphati- 
cally making any reference to “tar 


and feathers.” 


On the following day, Garner tes- 
tified, he and Ray Sollis, cutting 
room instructor, sought the advice 


of City Attorney Harry Johnson 
about the petition against “trouble- 
makers.” Johnson put the docu- 
ment into “legal language” and the 
petitions were circlulated among 
shoe factory employes. One pur- 
pose behind the netitions, Garner 
said, was his belief that “the Labor 
Board would like to know how the 
Salem shoe workers stdod on the 
trouble in the factory.” According 
to previous testimony, the signed 
petitions were sent to the Brown 
Shoe Co. main offices at St. Louis. 
Sollis Put on Stand. 

Sollis, called to the witness stand 
by E. A. H. Shepley, attorney for 
the shoe company, stated that he 
helped with the petitions and was 
in the crowd in front of the Nor- 
ris home, but did not arrange that 
gathering. 

Under cross-examination by Shaw 
and Albert Schweitzer, counsel for 
the union, Sollis denied that his 
job carried any authority except as 
a “mouthpiece for the foreman.” 

Sollis said he discussed the pti- 
tion with Fred Tressler, head of the 
Salem Chamber of Commerce, and 
his personal friend, before the final 
draft was made. “Everybody was 
talking about conditions at the shoe 
factory, and all the business men 
were interested,” the witness ex- 
plained. Sollis gave it as his opin- 
ion that Norris was the source of 
all the trouble at the plant.

Science Advisory Board said yester-

Members of the board, appointed 
by President Roosevelt in 1933 to 
assist in the application of science 
to national problems, unanimously 
agreed in a final report to the 
President that planned use of the 
nation’s resources, particularly land, 
was imperative. 

A section of the report, written 
by Dr.W. L. G. Joerg of the American 
Geographical Society, declared that 
“whatever difference of opinion 
there may be about policies of re- 
locating our population, there can 
be none as to the public interest 
wherever agriculture is writing its 
own death sentence.” 

Study of Land Problem Urged. 

The board, which made an inten- 
sive study of the problem of land 
use, told the President: “Where 
cultivation has become self-destruc- 
issue is clear-cut.

THE DILEMMA OF OIL SANCTIONS. 

Italy is worried about oil. Its people and dictator 
know full well that addition of this commodity to 
the sanctions list would mean that the war machine 
in Africa, like any other machine, would cease to 
function, for lack of lubrication and fuel. The do- 
mestic economic machine, too, would be forced to 


oil, however, Italy depends heavily on imports. 

The grave significance of a possible oil blockade 
explains the wood-burning busses now plying the 
streets of Rome, the high taxes and drastic conserva- 
tion measures on petroleym products, the appropria- 
tion of 70,000,000 lire to hasten development of pos- 
sible oil fields in Italy’s satellite state, Albania, and 
‘the dire threats voiced by Mussolini as to the con- 
sequences of such a step by the League Powers. 

So the other nations, too, are worried about oil. 
| There is genuine fear in the chancelleries of Europe 
‘that Mussolini will resort to desperate measures if 
_the proposed step is taken. France in particular still 
‘hopes for conciliation. Britain does not wish to 
push Mussolini too far. The British attitude is sar- 
donically described by a New York Times corre- 
_spondent as “somewhat like saying that Britain 
wants to choke Mussolini economically, but without 
hurting his feelings.” 

Oil thus poses a major dilemma for all the na- 
tions concerned. It is reported that the British Gov- 
ernment has decided to approve the sanctions plan, 
and that the League will impose the embargo aftet 


This would mean a continuance of the policies pre- 


of standing by and approving his conquest by in- 
action, or of taking steps to check the aggression. 
The decision of 51 nations to invoke sanctions meant 
adoption of the latter course. If oil is not added to 
the list, it means a weakening of the original plan, 
perhaps failure. Failure of sanctions is likely to 
bring failure of the League., And that would be a 
disaster of greater weight than the fall of Ethiopia to 
the invader. 
If the nations at length decide to shut off Italy's 
oil supply, they will be taking a risk, it is true, but 
a risk in the cause of peace—a form of hazard too 
seldom seen in a world of bristling militarism. Stop- 
ping the war would be a victory for humanitarian- 
ism; effective united action against an aggressor a 
victory for safeguarding the peace. Oil sanctions 
offer an opportunity for courageous statesmanship. 
The alternatives, acceptance of Italian aggression and 
resort to the old diplomacy, are fraught with far 
greater perils.

VEN if there were not other reasons for

And 
there is no serious danger that the United 
States will become entangled in the war be- 
tween Italy and Ethiopia. But, and it is a 
very great but, the position we now take 
in this minor war may not only determine 
in some degree whether it becomes a gen- 
eral war: it will inevitably establish prece- 
dents which will bind us in a general war. 
What we do now in respect to Italy and 
Ethiopia may well make it excessively dif-

The remedy for the unmanageable com- 
plexities of his duties is not merely to have 
a breathing spell. It will not cure the con- 
dition merely to refrain from undertaking 
any more new and vast projects. The exist- 
ing burden is already too great, and if the 
achievements of the New Deal that are 
worth saving are to be saved, there is only 
one thing to do and that is to get rid 
promptly of activities, duties, projects and 
responsibilities that can never conceivably 
be permanent functions of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

. ? * 

The main problem of the Federal Gov- 
ernment today, it seems to me, is not how 
to stimulate recovery, provide relief or in- 
stitute reform. It is how to reauce the 
scope and the procedure of government to 
a workable scale, how to restore the normal 
Constitution and how to encourage the re- 
sumption ofthat local and private self-re- 
liance upon which depend not only the vi- 
tality but the essential liberties of the Amer- 
ican people. 

It cannot, for example, permanently be 
the business of the Federal Government to 
decide how a few hundred families in At- 
lanta, Ga., shall be housed. If it were de- 
sirable, it would be beyond human powers. 
It is just as impossible for the Federal Gov- 
ernment to rebuild the slums as it is for 
it to regulate wages paid for slaughtering 
chickens in Brooklyn or the price charged 
for pressing pants in Florida, 

A program of restoration, not a mere 
breathing spell, alone can save the country 
and the administration from becoming con- 
fused in a tangle of unreal problems. Once 
it is determined that the situation calls, not 
for a pause on the road to higher and vast- 
er projects, but for a restoration of the nor- 
mal balance of powers in the Government 
and a resumption of local and individual re- 
sponsibility, the specific issues at home will 
become fairly simple. 

It will not be difficult to balance the 
budget if it is decided that relief is again 
to be primarily a local or a private responsi- 
bility. It will not be difficult to bring about 
some sort of decent feeling between govern- 
ment and business if it is determined that 
business is to operate under considered stat- 
utes and judicial procedure rather than un- 
der administrative fiat and political crusad- 
ing. 

Such a restoration would be necessary in 
any event. It is imperative in view of the 
fact that very serious dangers are threaten- 
ing in the whole world from the west of 
Europe to Eastern Asia. To prepare for 
these dangers is now the great task of the 
national Government. For upon the prepa- 
rations we now make may depend the per- 
petuation of a truly independent democracy 
in the United States.

Former Business Manager of 
New York World—Author 
of Biographies.

BROOKLYN, N., Y., Dec. 4.—Don 


C. Seitz, 73 years old, newspaper 
man, author and lecturer, died at 
his home here today of heart dis- 
ease. 

He was business manager of the 
old New York World, and had been 
city editor of the Brooklyn Eagle. 
Author of several books, he also had 


appeared frequently on the lecture 
platform. 

Seitz, on the staff of the World 
for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury, was especially critical of his 
own craft. Once he said newspa- 
pers were becoming prosperous but 
were useless as watchdogs of the 
public’s interests. 

In a series of articles on news- 
paper work which he wrote for the 
magazine Outlook, of which he 
served as associate editor for a 
short time, he reviewed the field 
of néwspaper publishing as a con- 
structive critic. 

He went to the New York World 
as advertising manager in 1895, and 
from 1898 to 1923 was business man- 
ager of the World. From 1923 to 
1926 he was manager of the Eve- 
ning World.

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Henrietta Borck Drove Team 
in Early Days to Visit 
Patients. 


Dr. Henrietta A. S. Borck, who 
was elected recently a second vice- 
president of the St. Louis Medical 
Society in conformity with its prac- 
tice of occasionally honoring woman 
members, has been a practicing | 


physician here for 40 years and 
‘still maintains offices at 4118 North 
Grand boulevard. | 
The widow of Dr. Edward Borck, 
a surgeon in the Union Army dur- 
ing the Civil War, who practiced 
here from 1872 until his death in 
1912, she recalled today to A 
Post-Dispatch reporter that she as- 
sisted her husband in his opera- 
tions and often drove a team to 
visit patients. 

Diminutive and alert, with her 
hair combed tightly back, she has 
been a familiar figure at medical 
society meetings for years, partici- 
pating in discussions from _ the 
floor, proud, she said today, “of 
my willingness to discuss any sub- 
ject with anyone.” She was among 
those who campaigned for the erec- 
tion of the society's building at 3839 
Lindell boulevard and has been ac- 
tive in urging higher medical edu- 
cational standards. :

Although she never fails to read 
of current medical developments, 
she likes now to recall the old days, 
disclosing that she met her pros- 
pective husband when she was a 
girl in Emden, Germany. 

Dr. Borck, who was her father’s 
brother-in-law, visited their Emden 
home when he was a delegate to an 
international medical congress at 
Berlin. She returned with him to 
St. Louis, started as an office girl 
at his private hospital at Ninth and 
Salisbury streets, became so inter- 
ested in medicine that she studied 
nursing, then entered medical 
school, obtaining an M. D. degree 
from the Missouri Woman's Medi-. 
cal College of St. Louis in 1894. 
Three years later sheeobtained an- | 
other degree from the Homeopathic | 
College of Missouri and the follow- | 
ing year was married. 

After their marriage she shared 
offices with her husband in their 
20-room house at 3928 North 
Twentieth street, moving only six 
months ago “because the house was 
too big for me.”

The X-ray, too, she said, in a 
marked German accent, is “first- 
class,” and recalled in her early 
days that “it was operate and an 
end to it.” :

“Always, it is necessary to think | 
first,” she observed, “and the/| 
doctor who forgets there is com- 
mon sense in medicine like in any- 
thing else had better stop practic- 
ing.”
